"The  (IralerH  in  ntteiidniicp  at  tht-MemeftliiKH  were  not  of  one  niinil  uftnn  the 
question  of  •(iiinllty  iMiyinenf  •  ax  ii  «.itlMfuctor.v  xohitlon  of  the  dlfflcnlty.  OpiMwltlon 
wax  offered  on  ;^e  Kronnd  that  unlfHn  the  practice  of  <iuallty  paynieiit  were  made 
unlversi'.i  It  would  not  Ih-  practlcalile.  for  the  reason  that  the  few  who  ado|>te<]  H 
could  not  coniiK'te  MicceHnfully  with  tlione  huylnir  on  a  ca«e-count  lianN.  On  tbiit 
|>oliit  F.  (J.  Irner.  of  New  York,  etiltor  of  the  .\iir  York  I'roilutr  ttrrliir.  sfteaklne 
recently  at  a  nieetlni;  of  the  Southern  Carlot  Shlii|>ers'  Association,  wild:— 

'"That  only  when  ckkm  are  paid  for  at  different  prices.  accordInK  to  their  real 
value,  can  there  lie  any  eff<-ctlve  Inducement  for  producers  to  nnirket  their  eium 

when  fresh  or  to  take  pro|H'r  care  of  them V  k.hmI  many  jwickers  say  that 

the  proposition  of  .mallty  payment  Is  all  rl«ht  In  theory,  hut  that  It  cannot  lie  put 

In  iiractlce  In  any  section  unless  done  liy  all:  that  a  packer  ca >t  successfully 

Institute  quality  jiayment  so  Iohk  as  his  c |>etltors  wintlnue  to  Imy  case-count  at 

an  aveniKe  anil  uniform  price.  I  cannot  lielleve  that  this  is  so  If  the  candlintc  Is 
proiKTly  done  and  if  so  much  difference  is  made  In  the  payliiK  price  as  the  real 
value  of  the  ckks  Justifies.  When  different  packers  are  coiiipetliiK  for  (tiMids  from 
tlie  same  source  of  supply.  It  would  seem  Inevitalile  that  those  who  paid  the  full 
value  for  new-laid  i|uallty  would  attract  such,  as  comtiared  with  those  who  paid  an 
average  price  for  koimI  and  iHior  toKether." 

•The  stand  was  also  taken  liy  certain  dealers  that  It  would  lie  ditflcult  for 
country  storekeepers  to  adojit  •.luallty  payment '  for  the  reason  that  farmers  would 
take  olijectlon  if  any  reduction  In  price  were  made  on  account  of  the  presence  of 
liad  cBKs.  Ill  this  way  the  country  merchant,  thlnkliij.'  that  he  would  iiossiliiy 
lose  the  pntroiia«e  of  some  farmers,  would  therefore  oliject  to  the  system.  It  was 
thought  tliiit  if  some  means  were  iidopttHl  liy  which  farmers  could  lie  shown  the 
exact  iiuallty  of  their  ckks  as  they  were  markefeil.  this  prejudice  a«ainst  the  system 
would  lie  easily  overcome. 

"It  was  also  arsued  that,  unless  a  simple  and  rapid  system  of  candlln«  were 
devisetl.  it  would  he  ditticuit  at  times  for  tiie  country  merchant  to  accurately  deter- 
mine tlie  quality  of  eu'Ks  delivered.  In  reply  to  the.se  |Hiints.  the  use  of  a  liirse 
candlinK  outfit  similar  to  that  which  Is  used  in  Iteiimark  was  recommended.  .Such 
an  outlit  would  permit  of  plachiK  V3>  ckks  liefore  the  lljiht  at  once.  Tile  process 
of  candlin«  would  thus  he  made  hoth  easy  and  rapid. 

•'.V  report  was  received  of  tiie  progress  of  a  similar  movement  in  tlie  State  of 

MichlKan.     It  was  sliowii  that  within  an  iiicrwliliiy  short  time  the  syst f    iiuallty 

payment '  had  wilned  wonderful  projtress.  Those  who  had  taken  It  up  in  that  State 
declare  most  emphatically  that  it  would  he  a  mistake  to  go  liack  to  the  original 
case-count  method.  Tlielr  e.xiierience  has  proven,  contrary  to  their  former  Ideas, 
that  •quality  pnyment '  was  gladly  acce|ite<l  liy  the  producers.  The  dealers  also 
found  it  much  more  satisfactory  to  conduct  their  liuslness  hy  following  such  a 
system.  They  were  convince*!  that  It  would  he  a  matter  of  only  a  short  time  until 
it  would  lie  adopted  throughout  the  entire  State. 

••  .\t  tile  conclusion  of  the  last  meeting  it  was  movwl  that  the  association  of 
dealers  adopt,  after  .lune  1st.  1!»i:!.  three  (trades  in  purciiasim;  ecas.  viz.  :— 

••  Xew-lalds-  Kcirs  which  are  sound,  full,  sweet,  and  not  more  than  five  days  old. 
'•  Firsts— Kk«s  whlcii  are  sound  and  sweet  Imt  haviuK  a   limited  shrinkage. 
••  Se<-onds— Kkks  of  Inferior  quality  Imt  not  had. 

"If  WHS  further  moved  tliat  the  assiK-iathm  petition  tlie  (Joverninent  to  enact 
leKislatioii  makliiu  it  Illegal  to  huy  or  sell  hail  etf«s.  and  also  to  appoint  offldal 
insiiectors  to  enforce  such  leKlslatloii.  Tiie  motion  was  received  reluctantly  and 
when  put  to  the  meeting  was  lost.

ThU  iiHiVfiiieiit  tliriiiitflioiit  the  whole  iNiiiiiiitnii  to  lietter  the  e»tB-iiinrkft  oon- 
dltloiw  l«  wiiriiil)  eiidoixiMl  l.y  the  Hrltlsh  Cohiitillii  iioiiltrjiiieii.  All  iire  In  favour 
of  having  a  "  Marks  Aet  "  entalillshed  to  prevent  storaife  anil  held  ea«s  liehiir  Nolit 
as  fresh  and  new-laid. 

To  prove  that  stuh  thlntts  exist,  the  writer  piirehased  a  dozen  eirtfs  ealltHl 
••  SiH-clal  ■■-  ■•  .\ew-lald  HuU"  ."t"  eents  a  dozen  to-da.v."  At  the  same  tune  the  inter- 
national KtfK-la.vlnir  Contest  e).'«s  were  IrlnKlnir  .".  cents  a  dozen  on  the  retail 
market.     The  l(in«ht  e«Ks  were  camlled.  and  the  results  follow:—

edKinent  at   the  present   II —how  can  the  iMiultr.vman  lie  encoura«e(l   to  produce 

the  lie>«t? 

The  farmers  could  I ftter  themselves  «reatl.v  hy  pa.viiitf  nim-e  attention  to  their 

t1<K'k.  kej'pliiK  tlieni  in  a  re  sanifar.v  condition,  and  not  ailowiu).'  them  to  run  and 

lay  everywhere  on  the  farm.  All  male  Mrds  slioiild  ire  removed  from  the  Hock 
after  the  I  reed  I  m;  season  is  over.  Fertile  etSKs  should  m-ver  lie  marketed  as  Infertile 
eCKS. 

The  wholesalers  anil  retailers  lioth  conid  sell  more  edtfs  if  they  were  not  .some- 
what reluctant  to  state  the  e.xact  kind  of  article  tliey  are  seliln«.  It  Is  only  1  nsiness 
to  these  people.  I,nt  tin-  e.xtra  cents  mean  dollars  to  the  producers.  When  a  dozen 
eutrs  caileil  "  iiew-lald."  lieariiitf  a  "special"  notice  at  the  top  of  the  card,  can  lie 
sold  for  .•Ml  cents  a  dozen  on  the  retail  market,  the  consumer  should  know—If  the 
liest  eCKs  at  tliat  time  are  lirinKlnj;  .",  cents  imt  dozen  -that  these  ec-s  were  inferior 
"luality.  Vet  the  "spe<-ial"  draws  the  eye  to  the  article.  If  one  were  to  |.M>k 
carefully,  as  did  the  writer,  at  these  ckks.  no  liloom  or  fri>sh  appearance  could  he 
found  on  the  shell  as  one  tlnds  on  the  slieil  of  a  new-iald  eu^'  unless  it  has  li^eu 
washed  off. 

SELLING  WHOLESALE. 

AltbouKh  tlu're  are  many  cases  of  storage  est's  comin«  on  our  markets  weekly, 
there  are  very  few  pr.  Incnl  In  the  I'rovince  tliat  are  purchased  wltli  ttie  Intention 
of  lieinc  stored,  to  the  writer's  knowledtle.  for  any  length  of  time. 

If  eKKs  are  purchased  with  this  Intention,  the  l.nyer  candles  them  very  closely 
and  eliminates  all  e>rj:s  whlcli  slionlil  not  le  placed  in  sloraKc.  Tills  process  of 
eliml  ition  Is  known  to  the  handler  of  e).'tfs  as  purchasing  on  a  "loss-off"  hasls  or 
"Muality  payment."  Many  e^ics  are  so  liamiled  liy  lar«e  paikinj:  and  storajic 
houses.  A  law  enacted  in  the  Slate  of  Kansas  prevents  the  selling  of  esrss  nutit 
for  food,  and  tin-  dealers  of  ecj-'s  have  a«rce<<  to  Imy  on  a  luxx-uff  l„isl^.  It  is  to 
lie  liopeil  that  all  [H-rsiais  handlin;;  e«;;s  in  .  .rlllsli  ("(.lumiiia  will  see  their  way 
i-lear  to  do  tlie  sa tliin;;. 


STANDARDS    AND   GRADING    OF    EGGS. 

At  the  present  time  (.Inly,  llillii  one  alone  cannot  advocate  the  corrtn-t  system 
which  should  le  adopted  for  t'radlnj;  e«tfs  sold  in  Hrltlsh  Columliia.  Tlie  poultr.v- 
nien  tiiemselves  slioiilil  lend  their  co-operali in  this  suli.lect. 

The  system  of  ;.'radiiitf.  if  such  It  may  !.<•  called,  in  vo«ue  at  this  time  is  very 
indetinite.  and  notiihi);  ;.'uaraiilees  any  one  producinj.'.  Inyin;;.  or  selling'  e-^'s  as  to 
their  real    value.

CARE   IN    KEEPING   EGGS. 

Ilen-honses  shonld  lie  cleaned  at  least  once  a  week,  and  lime  or  soil  placed  on 
tile  drop-lioards. 

Nests  siioiild  have  new  straw  placed  in  them  monthly  at  least,  and  iMiwdered 
snl]>hnr  jilaced  In  the  corners  to  keep  down  lice.  etc.  If  an  e!!«  he  lifokeii  In  the 
nest,  the  smeared  straw  or  shavings  shonld  he  removed  and  new  straw  put  hack. 
Xests  slKaild  he  roomy,  dry.  and  clean.  Ileus  oftentimes  do  not  nse  the  nest,  due  to 
the  acciininlation  of  iiiites  and  lice. 

Kniis  shonld  he  Bathen-d  twice  dally,  even  more  often  in  the  e.\trcniely  warm 
or  extremely  cold  weather.  One  shonld  place  the  ecirs.  after  tfatherliiji.  In  clean 
lioxes  or  wooden  pails,  in  a  dry.  cool  room,  with  a  temperature  of  not  over  t'lir  nor 
lielow  4.">°  Kahr. 

Iionlile-yolked.  larse.  dirties,  small,  and  cracked,  as  also  egiis  found  in  places 
other  than  tlie  rcjialar  nests,  should  not  he  classed  with  the  normal  iriis.  lull 
utilized  at  home  or  sold  to  nei^hiiours. 

Klllis  should  never  lie  actually  washed.  If  one  prefers  nsliitf  a  damp  ra«  to 
remove  slight  traces  of  dirt,  no  harm  will  lie  ihnie.  riadiitf  ejJKs  in  water  and 
ruhliint;  them  with  a  ra«  lireaks  down  the  Interior  menilirane.  and  <'anscs  deteriora- 
tion quickly.
